Tba engineer evident- 
ly was not aware ol the proximity ol the 
Beverly traia aotil witbin sixty roda. He 
than wbiaifed down brakes, hut not toou 
enough to avoid tbe calamity. Some ol ibe 
paascugera in tho («nr ol the accommodation 
train kuard the omiooua whistle too late to 
escape. On came ibe express iraio at i< 
^teal velocity ond the eoeine eiruck tbe 
rearmost car full in the centra, forcn;; itt 
way io a telescopio manoer two-tbirds the 
length of tbe car. Toe smoke-stack was in- 
ntaotly kfiockod off aod tba boiler penetrat- 
ed all tie diBiauce it'lo iba lodr oar ; the 
rear part ol tbe latter being emnabed into a 
tbODssud splinterK, ibrowii g the debris out 
00 tbe side ol tbe tender. Of tba rear part 
of Ihe oar net a fragment the size of a bouse 
wiodow was foood, Tbe lorepart of tbe an- 
gina was utterly demdished, pinions bent 
and rods broken.
